The province’s HlNl 
vaccine priority groups 
have expanded to include 
children with chronic 
illness, women who have 
just given birth and their 
partners, Nova Scotia’s 
chief medical officer 
announced yesterday. 

According to Dr. Robert 
Strang, these groups will 
be eligible to receive the 
swine flu vaccination effec¬ 
tive immediately. People in 
the first risk group, includ¬ 
ing pregnant women and 
health-care workers, are 
still eligible to be immu¬ 
nized. 

“I’m urging everyone in 
these groups to get immu¬ 


nized to protect them¬ 
selves, their families and 
their community,” said 
Strang. “It’s their best line 
of defence against develop¬ 
ing influenza and HlNl.” 

Strang acknowledged if 
everyone in the newly an¬ 
nounced groups go to get 
vaccinated, it could de¬ 
plete the province’s vac¬ 
cine supply. 

“If all the people in this 
group come forward in the 
next few days, we quite 


well might run out of vac¬ 
cine,” he said. “But I’d 
much rather immunize as 
many people as possible 
and run out of vaccine ... 
than be overly cautious, sit 
on vaccine and leave peo¬ 
ple unprotected.” 

Strang also said the 
province expects to receive 
an additional 28,500 doses 
of the adjuvanted vaccine 
and 23,300 doses of the un- 
adjuvanted vaccine de¬ 
signed for pregnant 


women sometime next 
week. He preached pa¬ 
tience to groups who are 
still not eligible to receive 
the vaccination, acknowl¬ 
edging their frustration at 
the delay. 

“Ultimately, everybody 
will get an opportunity to 
get vaccinated,” Strang 
said. “I do understand that 
people not in the priority 
groups are frustrated and 
concerned, and I want to 
assure you that ... we will 
expand the groups further, 
as soon as we’re able to 
based on the vaccine sup¬ 
ply and based on our list of 
who is at greatest risk. 

“As difficult as the situa¬ 
tion is, we all have a re¬ 
sponsibility to see that 
they get vaccinated first,” 
he added.

Gun registry an asset: Cop 

Long-barrelled firearms just as problematic as handguns, officer says

A new bill that would do 
away with long-gun 
registration is already 
coming under fire from 
local police. 

On Wednesday, Parlia¬ 
ment voted 164 to 137 in 
principle for C-391, a pri¬ 
vate member’s bill to end 
the decade-old registry of 
shotguns and rifles. Accord¬ 
ing to the Conservatives, 
the registry is a billion-dol- 
lar waste that targets hon¬ 
est gunowners while doing 
nothing to fight crime. 

But proponents of the 
registry, including mem¬ 
bers of law-enforcement 
agencies, say it is an impor¬ 
tant tool for investigations. 
According to Const. Brian 
Palmeter with the Halifax 
Regional Police, officers 
have as much, if not more, 
incidents with long-bar¬ 
reled weapons as they do 
with handguns. 

“We have a problem with 
rifles and shotguns as well

Few complications in 
NDP’s first session

The NDP government has 
emerged from its first leg¬ 
islative session upbeat and 
relatively unscathed, but 
things may not be so easy in 
the future. 

Here are some highlights 
of the fall session: 

PAINT IT BLUE, THROW IT 
UNDER THE BUS: The most 
important single item this 
fall was the budget. Any 
other year introducing a 
$592 million deficit would 
have been a political night¬ 
mare to defend. But being 
in office only four months, 
the NDP said they had no 
choice but to re-introduce 
the spring Tory budget 
with some changes. 

While opposition parties 
try to pin the ugly financial 
plan on the current govern¬ 
ment, Finance Minister Gra¬ 
ham Steele said the first 
true NDP budget will come 
out next year. 

SCANDAL FREE’S THE WAY TO 
BE: Controversy became 
commonplace in the dying 
days of the Rodney 
MacDonald government 
but so far the NDP haven’t 
had the same headaches. 

The closest the NDP came 
to true scandal this fall was 
the revelation fisheries 
minister Sterling Belliveau 
sold his boat to a buyer who 
received grant money from 
within Belliveau’s depart¬ 
ment. 

The optics were bad and 
the opposition relentlessly 
hammered Belliveau. But 
the NDP showed proof Bel¬ 
liveau informed the conflict 
of interest commissioner 
beforehand and no smok¬ 
ing gun ever materialized. 
With the absence of con¬ 
crete evidence of wrongdo¬ 
ing, the story fizzled out. 

A Nova Scotia Communi¬ 
ty College Teachers strike 
looked like a big blow to 
the dippers, but again the 
NDP sidestepped trouble 
with a last-minute deal. 
TIGHTENING THE GOLD- 
STUDDED BELTS: As raising 
MLA salaries became politi¬ 
cally risky over the years, a 
rise in perks made up the 
difference. 

But the NDP switched 


gears this fall, cutting hun¬ 
dreds of thousands of dol¬ 
lars of MLA spending. 

First to go was a $45,000 
no-questions-asked pot 
that’s handed over to every 
MLA when they leave office. 
Later they did away with a 
$2,500 per year technology 
fund MLAs used to buy 
things like computers and 
TVs. 

MAKING A GOOD FIRST 
IMPRESSION: Most of the 
bills passed this fall were 
underway when the previ¬ 
ous government fell, but 
there were some notable 
exceptions. 

The NDP followed 
through on their promise 
to remove the HST from 
home heating electricity in 
order to “make it more af¬ 
fordable to Nova Scotian 
families.” This and other 
NDP promises did add $34 
million to the deficit — but 
after $500 million, who’s 
counting? 

Another bill banned polit¬ 
ical donations from unions 
and corporations. It also 
happened to ban the Liber¬ 
als from using a $2.3-mil- 
lion fund long accused of 
having corrupt origins. The 
Liberals got a small bit of re¬ 
venge when they snuclc the 
bill through approval be¬ 
fore the NDP had a chance 
to beat them up over it. 
DON’T PANIC: Two 


“emergency debates” were 
called this fall — one by 
the Tories on a looming 
NSCC strike and one by the 
Liberals on H1N1 
immunization. 

The problem is there’s 
not much for MLAs to do 
other than rehash what 
they’d already talked about. 
By the end of this week’s 
two-hour H1N1 emergency 
debate only 13 of 52 MLAS 
were still present. 

STILL HAS THAT FRESH 
GOVERNMENT SMELL: From 
fixing the economy to 
keeping rural ERs open, 
NDP election promises 
gave them a lengthy to-do 
list. 

When opposition parties 
didn’t see much changing, 
they scolded the govern¬ 
ment for making promises 
and then failing to act. The 
NDP’s catch-all response 
was they had only been in 
power a few months and 
these things would take 
time. 

They used first steps like 
jumpstarting a review of 
the province’s health sys¬ 
tem to further deflect criti¬ 
cism. The government may 
look back on this session as 
the good old days as early as 
next year, when they come 
face-to-face with their 
promise to balance the 
budget in a time of reces¬ 
sion. 


McNeil suggests giving away trust fund cash 


liberals Nova Scotia Liberal 
Leader Stephen McNeil says 
his party should consider 
giving the money from a 
controversial $2.3-million 
trust fund to a community 
organization. 

The decision on what to 
do with the money is up to 


the party. 

McNeil says there are a 
number of worthy organi¬ 
zations or endowments 
that could benefit from his 
party’s long-term support. 

Earlier in the fall session 
of the legislature, the Liber¬ 
als decided to support 


amendments to the Mem¬ 
bers and Public Employees 
Disclosure Act that ended 
the party’s use of the fund. 

In the 1970s, Liberal 
fundraisers were prosecut¬ 
ed for raising funds illegally 
and putting them in trust

Transit plan needs to 
get moving: Harvey

While the newly proposed 
five-year transit plan has 
hit some traffic snarls, 
Lower Sackville’s Coun. 

Bob Harvey says Halifax 
Regional Council needs to 
push the plan forward as 
quickly as possible. 

According to Harvey, the 
problem is this: Metro Tran¬ 
sit needs to close a $13.6- 
million funding gap and the 
city’s 23 councillors are ob¬ 
ligated to look after the in¬ 
terests of the people in their 
ridings. That’s caused an 
impasse. 

“The consequence of 
pulling back from public 
transit is that we cannot 
move people around where 
they need to go, to work, to 
every place they need to 
go,” says Harvey. “Eventual¬ 
ly it will have an effect on

our economy. Public transit 
is the key to a smart city in 
the 21st century.” 

At an Oct. 27 recent coun¬ 
cil meeting, various council¬ 
lors objected to suggestions 
of raising bus fares, bridge 
tolls and parking fees for 
motorists, as well as the 
idea of reduction of bus 
routes in their areas. 

Harvey believes there 
needs to be a careful look at 
the most economical way of 
running the transit system. 
Harvey says if the city is put¬ 
ting money into routes that 


do not get the proper re¬ 
turn, they need to think 
about committing that 
money elsewhere. 

He admits he is unsure 
which is the best way of 
dealing with the continuing 
funding gap. He says that 
while an increase in fares 
may solve the problem this 
year there needs to be a 
new plan for subsequent 
years. 

He says if the city is mak¬ 
ing public transit the pri- 
maiy way of moving people 
around the province, they 
may need to divert money 
from other capital projects 
to make public transporta¬ 
tion, not private motorists 
the top priority. 

In related news, Metro 
Transit announced Thurs¬ 
day they would be purchas¬ 
ing 15 Nova LFS Artie articu¬ 
lated vehicles valued at 
$10.4 million to be deliv¬ 
ered mid 2010.

The number of 
confirmed cases of HI N1 in 
Nova Scotia continues to 
climb, but there is still no 
indication that swine flu is 
the main cause of the 
decrease in school 
attendance.

Tory ridings cash in: Analysis 

Study shows largest stimulus chunks also hit cities, coveted seat 


The biggest winners of the 
Conservatives* stimulus 
extravaganza include one 
of the prime minister's 
closest friends, a riding 
the Tories desperately 
hope to win in a 
byelection next week, and 
a longtime party stalwart. 

Eastern Ontario MP Scott 
Reid, the Nova Scotia riding 
of Cumberland-Colchester- 
Musquodoboit Valley and 
British Columbia MP Jim 
Abbott are three of the 
clearest winners in the dis¬ 
tribution of stimulus spend¬ 
ing, a broad analysis by The 
Canadian Press shows. 

Several urban cores also 
fare well. Downtown Ot¬ 
tawa, in a riding held by the 


NDP, is a top scorer, along 
with Downtown Vancouver, 
(Liberals), and Winnipeg 
Centre, (NDP). 

Drawing on the underly¬ 
ing data that supports an in¬ 
teractive online map dis¬ 
playing budget announce¬ 
ments, the analysis count¬ 
ed, located and evaluated 
4,833 projects announced 
across the country as of Oct. 
25. Each project was as¬ 
signed a riding. The map 
does not include dollar fig¬ 
ures, so each project was al¬ 
so assigned a score, accord¬ 
ing to whether the govern¬ 
ment said it was small (un¬ 
der $100,000), medium (be¬ 
tween $100,000 and $1 mil¬ 
lion), large (between $1 mil-

10 rankings. Ditto for On¬ 
tario. In New Brunswick, 
three of the top four scores 
go to Tories.

Prosecutors point to child as proof of 
sexual assault in Texas polygamy case 


trial Jurors began delibera¬ 
tions Thursday in the first 
criminal trial stemming 
from the raid of a polyga¬ 
mist group’s Texas ranch, 
after prosecutors urged 
them to convict a 38-year- 
old member of sexual as¬ 
sault of a child. 

Standing before photos

torney general Eric Nichols 
said the evidence showed 
that Raymond Jessop was 
guilty. 

Nichols said the alleged 
victim was brought to the 
Yearning For Zion Ranch at 
age 15 and entered a so- 
called “spiritual” marriage 
with Jessop. She became 


pregnant at age 16. 

Defence attorneys argued 
that prosecutors failed to 
produce a witness that 
placed Jessop in Schleicher 
County at the time of the 
alleged assault — a critical 
element in the case. 

If convicted, Jessop could 
face 20 years in prison.

Guard admits to detainee’s rape 

Trial throws spotlight on 'black jails' for those with government complaints 


A guard at an unofficial 
jail in the Chinese capital 
has pleaded guilty to rap¬ 
ing a young detainee, an 
activist said Thursday, in a 
case that has turned atten¬ 
tion to "black jails,” where 
a growing number of peo¬ 
ple seeking justice from 
the government end up. 

The guard told a district 
court Wednesday he raped 
the 21-year-old student in 
August after she came to 
Beijing to ask the central 
government for help, local

human rights activist Liu 
Dejun said. 

Liu was not in court but 
was told of the guilty plea 


by people who attended 
the one-day trial. A verdict 
is expected within 30 days. 

“He ruined my life,” the 
woman told journalists af¬ 
ter the trial session, the 
Beijing News reported 
Thursday. 

The woman, from cen¬ 
tral Anhui province, had 
been expelled from college 
because of poor exam 
scores and wanted to ask 
the government to rein¬ 
state her. Thousands of 
Chinese come to Beijing 


every year to air com¬ 
plaints ignored by local au¬ 
thorities, but rights groups 
say hundreds are rounded 
up by provincial officials 
who fear the complaints 
may get them in trouble. 

The government has de¬ 
nied that the jails exist, 
and the term was not men¬ 
tioned at the trial, Liu said. 

In August, the ruling 
Communist Party ordered 
local officials to meet regu¬ 
larly with people com¬ 
plaining of injustices, in an 


effort to stop them from 
coming to Beijing. 

The woman escaped 
with about 50 other de¬ 
tainees after the guard fled 
following the alleged rape. 
The night she arrived, the 
guard forced his way onto 
her upper bunk and raped 
her, she told the AP in Au¬ 
gust. When the detainees 
broke through the wooden 
door and ran away, they 
took two bloody sheets as 
evidence.

Fearing widespread 
layoffs, thousands of Opel 
workers walked off the job 
across Germany Thursday 
to protest General Motors 
Co.’s decision to abandon 
the unit’s sale to new own¬ 
ers. 

Their indignation was 
echoed by Russian and Ger¬ 
man leaders, who both 
questioned GM’s decision. 
Russian Prime Minister 
Vladimir Putin claiming GM 
exhibited an “arrogant atti¬ 
tude” in abandoning 
months of negotiations. 

Workers at Opel’s head¬ 
quarters in Ruesselsheim 
vented their frustration and 
anger at a rally. 

“Our trust (in GM) is now 
zero, and that is the heart of 
the problem,” Klaus Franz, 
the head of Opel’s employ¬ 
ee council, told the work¬ 
ers. 

Organizers estimated that 
10,000 workers attended 
while police put the figure 


at 6,000. Smaller rallies 
were being held at factories 
in Bochum, Eisenach and 
Kaiserslautern. 

German politicians were 
still furious over the switch. 
Chancellor Angela Merkel’s 


office said she had dis¬ 
cussed it with President 
Barack Obama, who told 
her he had no involvement 
in Tuesday’s decision by the 
board of the majority gov¬ 
ernment-owned company. 


Merkel and Putin were 
strong backers of the 
planned sale of a majority 
in Opel to a consortium of 
Canadian auto parts maker 
Magna International Inc. 
and Russian lender Sber¬ 
bank. 

The decision was an em¬ 
barrassment to Merkel, 
coming hours after she had 
addressed the U.S. Congress. 
German officials swiftly de¬ 
manded a restructuring 
plan from Detroit and 
vowed to recover by Nov. 30 
a $2.2-billion US bridge loan 
granted to keep Opel afloat 
as a buyer was sought. 

German workers worry 
GM will make even more 
cuts to return Opel to profit 
than Magna would have. 
Still, the decision won a 
cautious welcome from 
union officials in Britain 
and Poland, where workers 
had feared possible cut¬ 
backs in a Magna takeover.

ing to the same govern¬ 
ment agency, Canada’s 
economy was flat in July 


and contracted by 0.1 per 
cent in August. 

“Why would employers 
be adding so much to 
their payroll when the 
economy on balance still 
stinks?” Holt asks. 

The recent employment 
gains are also at odds with 
the general belief that as 
the economy recovers, 
jobs are one of the last in¬ 
dicators to return since 
firms will resort to in¬ 
creasing the hours of the 
employees they have be¬ 
fore adding workers.

-oronto is set to 

make its pitch to 
host the 2015 Pan 
American Games. 
If it finds the strike 
zone, high performance 
athletics in Canada could 
hit one out of the park. 

“This city needs to be in¬ 
spired,” says Olympic gym¬ 
nast Alexandra Orlando, 
who brings an athlete’s 
voice to the final presenta¬ 
tion in Guadalajara, Mexi¬ 
co. Toronto steps to the 
plate last after Lima, Peru 
and Bogota, Colombia. “If 
we’re successful we could 
change the face of sport in 
our countiy.” 

Beyond the dreams of the 
politicians, who have ulte¬ 
rior motives, the second 
biggest international multi¬ 
sport showcase could help 
inspire Canada’s largest ur¬ 
ban population to become 
participants rather than 


spectators. 

The bid calls for 17 mu¬ 
nicipalities in the Golden 
Horseshoe to stage 36 
sports and for 16 days to be 
a playground for more than 
5,000 athletes from the 42 
member nations of the Pan 
American Sports Organiza¬ 
tion. 

It’s a gathering double 
the size of the winter 
Olympics. 

“It could change a lot of 
lives,” stresses Orlando, the 
winner of seven Pan Am 
medals, including three 
gold at the two Games she 
competed in at Santo 
Domingo 2003 and Rio de 
Janeiro 2007. “There is no 
permanent environment to 
develop summer Olympic 
excellence right now. This 
could provide it.” 

The Toronto 2015 bid 
calls for a cycling velo¬ 
drome and 15,000-seat ath¬ 
letics stadium in Hamilton 
as well as an aquatics cen¬ 
tre and Institute of Sport in 
Toronto. Boxing will be east 
in Oshawa, whitewater ca¬ 
noeing north in the Hal- 
iburton Highlands and row¬ 
ing south in St. Catharines. 

The total budget for in¬ 
frastructure and legacy is 


$700 million. It’s an ambi¬ 
tious undertaking — a nec¬ 
essary step before Toronto 
can make another serious 
bid for the Olympics. 

Then there’s the real up 
side to this Pan American 
proposal. 

If it flies it might help 
change the culture in com¬ 
munities where swimming 
pools, tracks and high 
school gymnasiums are 
closing and where kids are 
glued to a litany of pro 
sports on TV instead of be¬ 
coming active competitors. 

“The benefits from these 
Games would be immeas¬ 
urable,” figures Alexandra 
Orlando. “They will lay the 
foundation for the next 
generation of Canadian 
Olympians.” 

Orlando will make that 
pitch in both Spanish and 
English in Mexico and hope 
Toronto can score its 
biggest sporting triumph in 
recent memoiy.

Destroyed again 

Director's return is bad news for Earth

When speaking with 
Roland Emmerich, a direc¬ 
tor synonymous with big- 
budget disaster films, the 
first question that comes 
to mind is what, exactly, 
does he have against the 
planet earth? 

“Nothing,” he insists, sit¬ 
ting comfortably in a lodge 
in Jackson Hole, Wy., just 
miles from where he filmed 
much of his latest movie, 
2012 — opening next week 
— was filmed. 

“Sometimes you destroy 
what you love.” 

After raining destruction 
down upon our planet 
through aliens (Indepen¬ 
dence Day), giant monsters 
(Godzilla) and global warm¬ 
ing (The Day After Tomor¬ 
row), Emmerich admits he 
had reservations about tak¬ 
ing on another project of 


that kind. 

“I thought, ‘Should I do 
another disaster movie? An¬ 
other end of the world 
movie?’” Emmerich said. In 
the end, he relented. “I’m 
drawn to disaster movies 
because in disaster movies 
there are no rules, really. As 
long as you tell story lines 
that all converge at the 
end.” 

He also enjoys slipping 
his own agenda into big- 
budget popcorn films, fol¬ 
lowing the belief that a 
spoonful of CGI-enhanced 
destruction will help the 
progressive ideas go down. 

“There’s always this need 
to have some sort of a philo¬ 
sophical or political aspect 
in my movies,” said Em¬ 
merich, who also admits he 
can be too subtle. “In Inde¬ 
pendence Day, everybody 
thought it was blatantly pa¬

triotic, and nobody saw that 
it was the first African- 
American, WASP and Jew¬ 
ish guy working together to 
save the world. They didn’t 
see all the little jokes we 
put in about race and reli¬ 
gion.” 

For Emmerich’s 
next feature, he’s 
leaving the world 
of catastrophe 
and special ef¬ 
fects behind, fo¬ 
cusing instead 
on a very un-Em- 
merich subject: The 
question of who actually 
wrote the works of William 
Shakespeare. 

Anonymous, set to begin 
filming in March, is a story 
the director has been inter¬ 


ested in for quite 
some time — he first 
purchased the script eight 
years ago before developing 
it further with writer John 
Orloff. 

“I found it fascinating,” 
Emmerich said. “We had to 


make sure this movie’s not 
a new version of Amadeus,” 
he explains. “This has to be 
more than that. It has to be 
a political movie. 

“I’m casting right now, 
and I get all these compli¬ 
ments from these famous 


English actors, and they all 
want to be in my movie,” he 
says with a laugh. “When 
Vanessa Redgrave says it’s 
the best script she has read 
in the last four, five or six 
years, that tells you some¬ 
thing.”

Despite a popular notion, 
not every George Clooney 
movie can be Oscar mate¬ 
rial. This one isn’t, but it is 
an often wickedly funny 
poke at U.S. military 
might. 

Grant Heslov based the 
film on The Men Who Stare 
at Goats, Jon Ronson’s ex¬ 
amination of “the apparent 
madness at the heart of U.S. 
militaiy intelligence” and 
comes up with an unex¬ 
pectedly complex tragicom¬ 
edy and Clooney makes it 
palatable. 

The film details psychic 
warfare techniques al¬ 
legedly developed in an of¬ 
ficial secret unit called the 
New Earth Army, falling in 
the youTl-never-believe- 
this categoiy. No perform¬ 
ance, not even Clooney’s, 
can match the story’s fasci¬ 
nating absurdities. 

It’s a desert road romp 
that follows Lyn (Clooney) 
and Bill, a reporter (Ewan 
McGregor) on a mysterious 
mission in the war-torn 
Middle East. Lyn is appar¬ 
ently an undercover opera¬ 
tive with a past and Bill is 
hungry for a story and keen 
to tag along. 

Lyn tells Bill that he is ex- 
New Earth Army and re¬ 


veals his “powers” of cloud 
bursting and reading the 
future. 

According to Lyn’s yarn, 
paranormal applications in 
the military began when a 
Vietnam veteran turned 
hippie named Django (Jeff 
Bridges) declared war on 
war and invited soldiers to 
love the universe. 

Experiments lead to the 
formation of the New 
Earth Army of “psychic sol¬ 
diers” steeped in new age 
philosophy and psy¬ 
chotropics who developed 
the abilities of remote 
viewing, walking through 
walls, killing with a touch, 
stopping a goat’s heart by 


staring forcefully, reading 
minds — strategies meant 
to induce shock, awe, and 
capitulation in the minds 
of the enemy. 

Men is surreal, tragic, 
and funny. Clooney is as 
charismatic and com¬ 
pelling and helps us be¬ 
lieve a dicey premise. Mc¬ 
Gregor is OK, cast unsubtly 
as Bill. 

The Men Who Stare at 
Goats is an interesting film 
trapped inside something 
being sold as a mass mar¬ 
ket comedy.

Christmas Carol, in which 
Zemeckis hooks Jim Carrey 
up with sensors to capture 
his skillfully-portrayed six 
roles (including Ebenezer 
Scrooge) only to animate 
said characters into a 3-D 
form that essentially strips 
the life from their eyes. 

As if that wasn’t prob¬ 
lematic enough, the Oscar- 
winning director chose 
one of the world’s most 
iconic stories to reproduce 
with this fancy, but ulti¬ 
mately alienating technol¬ 
ogy. 

For those uneducated in 
the ways of Scrooge, he is a 
curmudgeon wrapped up in 
his own selfish misery until 
visited by a series of spirits 
who show him his influence 
on those around him. 

Indeed, it’s a tale that has

resonated with folks ever 
since Charles Dickens con¬ 
ceived it in 1843 for its

ly grandstanding his own 
command of motion-cap¬ 
ture animation. 

Don’t get me wrong — 
the effects are simply stun¬ 


ning. But after the initial 
novelty of the digital wiz¬ 
ardry wears off and you 
seek the warmth and heart 
that’s allowed the original 
story’s longevity, you’ll

Bill Nighy doesn’t believe 
in the ’60s. Not literally, of 
course. 

Born in 1949, the popu¬ 
lar actor who’s starred in 
everything from Under¬ 
world to Pirates of the 
Caribbean spent his youth 
in the prominent decade.

This week 
he returns with The Box, a 
low-key thriller about a 
married couple (Cameron 
Diaz and James Marsden) 
who are given a strange 
box by a man with a rot¬ 
ting face (Frank Langella). 

They are told that if they 
press the button in the box 
they will be given a million 
dollars, but someone 
somewhere in the world 
will die. It’s the type of 
creepy and deceptively 
simple premise that would 
have made a classic 
episode of The Twilight 
Zone. Which is why it 
should come as know sur¬ 
prise that the film is 
based on a short sto¬ 
ry by Richard 
Matheson, a long¬ 
time scribe for 
that show and 
childhood influ¬ 
ence on Richard 
Kelly. 

“The Box was a sto¬ 
ry that I was lucky enough 
to stumble upon as a 
child,” Kelly told Metro. “I 
think I was 10 or 11 years 


old when I first read it and 
then I was able to get the 
movie rights years later.” 

Though obviously a story 
that fits into Kelly’s unique 
and dark style of filmmak¬ 
ing, it’s also a far simpler 
tale than his previous 
movies. According to Kelly, 
The Box represented a de¬ 
liberate attempt to scale 
back his ambitions. 

“Coming off of some¬ 
thing as elaborate and com¬ 
plicated as Southland Tales 
I wanted to tiy something 
much smaller and more 
manageable,” revealed Kel¬ 
ly “It was kind of refresh¬ 
ing for me to be able focus 
on a more intimate story 
about a married couple and 
also to tiy and embrace the 
aesthetic of 1970s filmmak¬ 
ing.” Kelly decided to set 
his story in the 1970s world 
of his childhood, even bas¬ 
ing the main characters on 
his parents. “It was a 
way to make the 
story emotional¬ 
ly relevant to 
me and to pay 
tribute to them 
and their expe¬ 
riences,” admit¬ 
ted Kelly. “Plus 
this is the kind of 
movie they would love. 
They love Alfred Hitchcock 
films and thrillers.” 

Kelly was also able to

wrangle some surprising 
talent to score the movie by 
hiring three members of 
The Arcade Fire to compose 
the music. “I met them at 
one of their concerts at the 
Hollywood Bowl. I gave 
them the script and a CD of 
Bernard Hermann’s score 
for Vertigo,” said Kelly. “It 
wasn’t a traditional rela¬ 
tionship with a composer, 
but it was one of the great¬ 
est collaborations that I’ve 
ever had with another 
artist.”

“In life, if you don't go for¬ 
ward, you go backward." 

The adage is familiar to 
Maxime Morin, advice 
commonly bestowed on 
him by his father while 
growing up in Quebec. 

It was with that maxim 
in mind the Montreal- 
based DJ, who performs 
under the moniker Cham¬ 
pion, approached his latest 
album Resistance. The fol¬ 
lowup to 2004’s Chill ‘Em 
All certainly does reflect 
progression in the elec¬ 
tronic artist’s oeuvre, with 
heavier rock influences 
and wholly different vocal 
fronting. 

But forward movement 
didn’t come easy to Morin. 

“When I started Resist¬ 
ance, after the first six 
months, I really felt I was 
going backward. I wasn’t 
evolving, challenging my¬ 
self, or going anywhere 
other than where I was,” 
he said. Stuck in the musi¬ 
cal mindset he’d perfected 
over three years touring 
Chill ‘Em All, Morin 
trashed the initial tracks he 
recorded for Resistance 
and went into seclusion, an 
act he said was key to start 
recording as himself, with¬ 
out external influences. 


“When you isolate, you 
give yourself the ability to 
be a loser, to ciy. Musically 
speaking, you allow your¬ 
self to compose bad songs.” 
Morin said he was able to 
purge the scraps and make 
strides by acknowledging 
his personal weakness. 
“We are always trying to 
avoid it in our lives, with 
our ego, trying to be good, 
tough and come at the 
world in our best fashion. 


But weaknesses are in us 
all the time.” 

To wean weakness, 
Morin focused on his 
strength: live perform¬ 
ance. Knowing most peo¬ 
ple discover his music 
from Champion’s ener¬ 
gized live sets — always 
more roclc-focused than 
his albums — Morin 
aimed to capitalize on the 
style. 

“Rock is a song but it’s 


also a structure. Rock is 
lyrics-oriented,” he said. 

“In techno we have long 
tracks with no chorus. It’s 
very primitive and I love it 
very much. That was a 
challenge for me, to com¬ 
pose music that was ori¬ 
ented on the lyrics and not 
the music or repetition.” 

Rock is also fixated on 
the frontman. So while 
Morin’s decision to replace 
Chill ‘Em All’s unflappable 
baritone vocalist Betty 
Bonifassi (who’s since 
made her own mark with 
Montreal electronic duo 
Beast) with Pierre-Philippe 
“Pilou” Cote may seem 
genre-discrepant, he justi¬ 
fies the switch on the basis 
of emotional equivalence. 

“At the first concert I did 
with Betty, people were 
telling me, ‘Oh, she looks 
like a junkie on stage. 
That’s awful’,” said Morin, 
“That’s not awful, that’s 
her! To look at her being 
so weak, that’s gorgeous. I 
like that.” 

That’s how Morin said 
he knew audiences would 
latch on to Pilou. “He can 
put his soul into it. He is 
intense, he’s not lying and 
he’s all there. If you’re 
fake and trying to be rock 
stars or cheap pop crap, of 
course you have to be good 
liars or actors. We’re not.” 


De-Timbaland-izing Chris Cornell album

O bviously, Chris 
Cornell felt he 
needed to 
make a Big 
Statement. Af¬ 
ter a quarter-century of 
playing the grunge game 
— with Soundgarden, Tem¬ 
ple of the Dog, Audioslave, 
a couple of solo records 
and a James Bond theme 
— he wanted to try some¬ 
thing different. 

For reasons known only 
to him, he decided to hook 
up with Timbaland (Des¬ 
tiny’s Child, Jay-Z, Jennifer 
Lopez, Rihanna and dozens 
more) to help him with 
this makeover. 

He didn’t give Cornell a 
makeover as much as he 
took over. The Scream al¬ 
bum was pure Timbaland, 



full of electric R&B 
grooves, phat beats and 
backing vocals from peo¬ 
ple like Justin Timberlake. 
It was not what anyone ex¬ 
pected (or wanted) from 
the voice behind Black 
Hole Sun and Rusty Cage. 
We should have taken the 
hint given in the cover art, 
which featured Cornell 
smashing a guitar. 

Fans were confused, 
then scornful. The critics 
were savage. It was a bold 
experiment, but it failed. 

Enter Michael Fried¬ 
man, a Canadian ex-pat 
working in LA licensing 
and placing music in TV 
shows and movies. He 
thought there 
was some 
good 

Soundgar- 
den-esque 
stuff 
buried in 
all that 
produc¬ 
tion. 

“I heard some 
Black Hole Sun 
greatness 


deep within some of the 
songs,” he told me, “I also 
got to know Chris as a 
friend. I ended up calling 
Jordan Zadorozny (of the 
Canadian indie band Blink¬ 
er the Star and co-writer of 
songs with Courtney Love 
and friend of Fleetwood 
Mac’s Lindsey Bucking¬ 
ham).” I flew him down to 
L.A. and had him listen to 
some of the 
tracks in 
hopes that 
he could 
remix 

them some¬ 
how.” 

The first 
track to be de- 
Timbaland-ized 
was Never Far 
Away. The 
messy, 
forced 
funk- 
ish- 
ness 
was 


stripped away and guitars 
were reintroduced. The re¬ 
sult is a proper Chris Cor¬ 
nell song, re-imagined, de- 
cluttered and grunged-up. 

I was able to secure per¬ 
mission to stream this 
new version of the song at 
ExploreMusic.com. 

Reaction has been swift. 
Comments came in by the 
dozens. The stoiy contin¬ 
ues to spread across the 
web and around the world. 
We’ve seen lots of visits 
from Russia (especially St. 
Petersburg), Chile, Aus¬ 
tralia, Poland, Brazil, Bul¬ 
garia, Mexico and through 
Canada and the United 
States. 

I’m told Chris is pleased 
and excited by the re¬ 
sponse. Could this be the 
start of the rehabilitation 
of Chris Cornell’s Scream 
album? If so, it’s a made-in- 
Canada solution. And 
there’s been no word from 
Timbaland. Yet.

Jets Overhead 
ready for takeoff 

Victoria band blends driving rhythm 
with fuzzy guitars and soaring vocals

There’s music that goes 
well with visuals, and then 
there’s music that is visual. 

Post-rock, minimal tech¬ 
no and prog-roclc tend to¬ 
wards that visual quality 
— as does the work of Vic¬ 
toria-based space-roclcers 
Jets Overhead. And as lead 
singer Adam Kittredge ex¬ 
plained, visualization 
works as much for the 
band as it does for listen¬ 
ers. 

To focus in studio ses¬ 
sions, the band came up 
with a visual concept for 
their newest album, No 
Nations: A giant fountain. 

“The drums are like the 
cement foundation (of the 
fountain). A jet under¬ 
neath it is pumping the 
water up, and the main 
stream of water ... is the 
bass guitar,” he explained. 
“The vocals are when the 
water reaches the point 
where gravity hits, and 
falls down and spreads 
out. We wanted to keep 
the vocals central, on top 
of the mix ... Then the dif¬ 
ferent effects splay out — 
all the fills, guitar, key¬ 
board lines splashing 
down.” 

Listening to songs like 
Heading for Nowhere and 


Tired of the Comfort, the 
visual metaphor makes a 
lot of sense. Driving 
basslines anchor epic vo¬ 
cal harmonies from Kit¬ 
tredge and his co-lead 
singer (and wife) Antonia 
Freybe-Smith. 

The image also helps ex¬ 
plain the band’s songwrit¬ 
ing process, during which 
they work to capture 
spontaneity in carefully 
crafted structure. No Na¬ 
tions came together over 
weeks of extended jams 
recorded in the band’s 
practice space. Kettridge 
gathered up this digital 
hoard, trimming some 80 
tracks worth of material 
from hours of experimen¬ 
tation. 

“I gleaned the best 
nuggets of aural ecstasy 
(from our jams), distilled 
them and passed them 
around,” he said. “In band 
meetings and over email 
and phone, we talked 
about how to take those 
nuggets and use them in a 
verse-chorus-verse struc¬ 
ture ... Then we went back 
to the recording studio 
again, put them together 
and imposed more struc¬ 
ture.” 

The end result is a series 
of songs that blend driv¬ 
ing rhythm with meander¬ 
ing, fuzzy guitars and 
soaring vocals. And while 


the epic builds, album ti¬ 
tle (No Nations), vintage 
keyboard tones (courtesy 
of an ARP Solina), and mil¬ 
lennial-themed lyrics sug¬ 
gest a grand theme, that 
wasn’t the case. 

“Our lyrics are stream of 
consciousness — what we 
were thinking in the mo¬ 
ment. They reflect our 
universal thoughts, quan¬ 
daries, worries, philoso¬ 
phies,” said Kettridge. “A 
theme sort of emerged out 
of song titles and lyrics, 
but it wasn’t all set out. 
This is not an album about 
globalism or anything like 
that, but maybe subcon¬ 
sciously that kind of 
theme emerged.”

Beyonce's triple win, U2 
plays tribute at MTV Awards 


In the blink of an eye, late- 
night TV is shifting from a 
white men’s club to the 
start of a rainbow 
coalition. 

Wanda Sykes’ weekly Fox 
comedy show debuts 11a 
p.m. EST Saturday, followed 
by George Lopez’s four- 
night-a-weelc talk show on 
TBS, starting 11 p.m. EST 
Monday. They join The 
Mo’Nique Show on BET. 

Lopez is counting on an 
audience hungry for some¬ 
thing different — as in the 
first Hispanic to host a 
nighttime talk show on a 
major network, cable or 
broadcast. 

Sykes is the first black 
late-night host since the late 
1990s, when celebrities 
Earvin (Magic) Johnson and 
Keenan Ivory Wayans tried 
and failed to follow in Arse- 
nio Hall’s successful 1989- 
94 footsteps. 

“There’s a huge percent¬ 
age of people not watching 
late-night TV at all,” Lopez 
said, figuring that the 
shows headlined by hosts 
including David Letterman, 
Conan O’Brien and Jimmy 
Kimmel draw from roughly 
the same audience pool. 

For people of colour, the 
actor and comedian said, “I 
don’t think a lot of their 
needs are met with the cur¬ 
rent talk shows. I would 
pull a different audience.” 

Shari Anne Brill, an ana¬ 
lyst with media-buyer Carat 
USA in New York, echoes 
Lopez’s assertion. 

“There is a huge, growing 
multicultural population in 
this country, and the cur¬ 
rent late-night fare doesn’t 
really take them into ac¬ 
count,” she said. 

But neither Lopez nor 
Sykes are talking about 
practising exclusionary TV. 
Lopez’s ABC sitcom drew a 
cross-section of viewers, 
and Sykes said she expects 


her show to attract the 
same mixed crowd she gets 
at her standup appearances. 

“Young, old, male, fe¬ 
male, all races, gay, straight. 
I love the audience that I 
draw,” Sykes said. 

She rebuts the idea she 
got the job because of her 
gender, ethnicity or sexual 
orientation (the actress-co- 
median, who appears on 
CBS’ The New Adventures 
of Old Christine, came out 
as gay in 2008). 

“I do understand the im¬ 
portance of being on a late- 
night talk show as a black, 
gay woman. But I’ve been 
at this for 20 years. I don’t 
think they (networks) were 
saying, ‘Hey, it would be 
fun to get a black woman 
on late-night. Who fits that 
role?’ 

“I got this show in spite 
of being a black lesbian,” 
she said, adding that view¬ 
ers will tune in to see her or 
Lopez and not a type. 


“It’s all driven by the 
host. It’s not what you’re 
getting from a minority, it’s 
us,” Sykes said. 

She doesn’t see an “Oba¬ 
ma effect” in the sudden 
late-night diversity, given 
that she was approached 
before the election of the 
first African-American U.S. 
president. But Lopez said 
his interest was piqued as 
he campaigned for the 
Democratic candidate. 

“Being with Barack for a 
year and seeing the people 
and how their eyes and 
their faces filled with hope 
for him, for this country ... 
and, on a very smaller 
scale, to have a show that is 


fun and can galvanize peo¬ 
ple and bring them togeth¬ 
er was appealing,” he said. 

The two shows, as 
sketched by their hosts, 
will take different ap¬ 
proaches. 

Lopez promises to bring 
“the party back to late- 
night,” signalling a looser, 
hipper hour in the tradition 
of The Arsenio Hall Show, 
said analyst Bill Carroll of 
media buyer Katz Televi¬ 
sion in New York. Sykes is 
planning Bill Maher-type 
panels with both light¬ 
hearted and serious discus¬ 
sion of politics and culture 
as part of her mix.

The band on Wednesday 
sued Activision Publishing 
Inc. over a feature in the 
new Band Hero game that 
allows players to control 
virtual band members and 
have them sing other 
artists’ songs. 

The lawsuit claims a fea¬ 
ture allows players to have 
lead singer Gwen Stefani 
perform suggestive lyrics 
from the Rolling Stones’ 
hit Honlcy Tonic Women. 
The suit also notes a virtu¬ 
al version of bassist Tony 
Kanal can be made to sing 
his band’s hit Just a Girl, 
but with Stefani’s voice. 

The game, an offshoot of 
Activision’s popular Guitar 
Hero series, went on sale 
Tuesday. 

The company, which is 
based in Santa Monica, 
Calif., said in a statement 
that it engaged in exten¬ 
sive negotiations with No 
Doubt’s management and 
have a valid written agree¬ 
ment for their participa¬ 
tion in Band Hero. 

No Doubt’s lawsuit states 
the band objected to the 
"Character Manipulation 
Feature” in "Band Hero” 
that allows players to use 
No Doubt’s likeness to per¬ 
form other bands’ songs, 
but Activision refused to 
change the game. 

The feature turns the 
band “into a virtual 
karaoke circus act,” the 
lawsuit claims.

“I’ll say 
that to any young girl who 
is going through domestic 
violence: ‘Don’t react off of 
love.’” 

Brown, 20, was arrested 


Feb. 8, hours after he was 
accused of beating Rihan¬ 
na after the couple attend¬ 
ed a pre-Grammy Awards 
party. He later pleaded 
guilty to felony assault and 
a judge ordered Brown and 
Rihanna to stay away from 
each other.

Mo’Nique likes to laugh. A 
lot. So the comedian knew 
she would be taking on a 
tough mental challenge 
when she decided to play 
the role of Mary Jones — 
the vicious, abusive moth¬ 
er in the critically 
acclaimed film Precious:

Beyonce accused of 'disturbing social peace* 


As Egypt gears for pop di¬ 
va Beyonce Knowles* first 
performance in North 
Africa, Islamic 
conservatives are 
branding her show an "in¬ 
solent sex party” that 
threatens the Muslim na¬ 
tion's "social peace and 
stability.” 

On giant posters plas¬ 
tered across the Egyptian 
capital advertising the Fri¬ 
day evening concert, Bey¬ 
once sports a revealing, 
flame-covered outfit — a 
sharp contrast to Cairo 
streets, where most 
women wear the tradition¬ 
al Muslim headscarves. 

TV ads promoting the 
show, part of Beyonce’s I 
Am ... world tour, have run 
on Egyptian and Arab 
satellite stations. The tour, 
which also took Beyonce to 
the United Arab Emirates 


last week, had grossed 
$53.5 million as of Octo¬ 
ber, according to Billboard 
magazine. 

But in Egypt, Islamic 
lawmakers and their sup¬ 
porters have waged cam¬ 
paigns on social network¬ 
ing Web sites, accusing the 
government of encourag¬ 
ing debauchery and calling 
for the concert’s cancella¬ 
tion. 

“Why are you encourag¬ 
ing this insolent sex par¬ 
ty?” lawmaker Hamdi Has- 
san from the opposition 
Muslim Brotherhood 
wrote in a letter to the gov¬ 
ernment. “You are accused 
of disturbing social peace 
and stability, encouraging 
vice and debauchery.” 

Another Islamic lawmak¬ 
er, Ali Laban, called for 
banning the "nudity con¬ 
cert.” A Faceboolc cam¬ 


paign against Beyonce’s 
concert collected nearly 
10,000 supporters. 

But the war of words has 
not derailed the glitzy con¬ 
cert, due hundreds of 
miles south of Cairo in the 
luxury Red Sea resort of 
Port Ghalib. Organizers 
said “ultra” security will be 
deployed to protect the 
thousands of concertgoers. 

Beyonce cancelled her 
stop in Malaysia last 
month following opposi¬ 
tion from a conservative Is¬ 
lamic party. Malaysia re¬ 
quires female artists to 
cover up from the shoul¬ 
ders to the knees and bans 
any showing of cleavage. 

Beyonce’s event organiz¬ 
er Ahmed Beltagi said 
tourism and police officials 
co-operated to make the 
concert happen.

Chicken 

INGREDIENTS: 

1/2 cup (125 ml) fat-free 
yogourt 

3 garlic cloves, minced 
2 tbsp (25 ml) lemon juice 
1 tbsp (15 ml) canola oil 
1 tsp (5 ml) sugar 
1 tsp (5 ml) chili powder 
1 tbsp (15 ml) minced 
fresh ginger 
1/2 tsp (2 ml) salt 
1/2 tsp (2 ml) ground 
cumin 

6 bone-in chicken breast 
halves 

METHOD: 

1. In large resealable plas¬ 
tic bag, combine yogurt, 
garlic, lemon juice, oil, 
sugar and seasonings; add 


chicken. Seal bag and turn 
to coat; refrigerate 1 to 8 
hours or overnight. 

2. Coat grill rack with non¬ 
stick cooking spray before 
starting grill. Prepare grill 
for indirect heat. Drain 
and discard marinade. 

3. Grill chicken, covered, 
bone side down over indi¬ 
rect medium heat 2 min¬ 
utes. Turn; grill 25-35 min¬ 
utes longer or until juices 
run clear.
